Every one knows how bitter was tho 


dregs of the cup which was forced down 
their throats by false pretences and 
downright lying. Atnong the first offi- 
cial acts of the new Administration was 


Qthe closing of the Mint in this city and 


an attempt to forever wipe silver from 
auy commercial lecognition. 


Then-bull of tins ripening conspira- 


cy between the gold fihylocks of Wall 
street and tho new Secretary of the 
Treasury, has been to cause i> discount 
ou silver which is a direct tax upon the 
leading industry of this State. 


In the local columns tbe story is told 


of H. II. MoColli-y's experience with the 
new order of affairs. 
He shipped two 


bars of bullion from the Wild Deer mine 
at 
Willow Creek, to San Francisco. 


They were valued at §4,132 11. The 


discount was §630 14 tho assayer's 
ohurgps $10 lf>, and he got back only 
$1,4U1 81. With this stale of affairs 
continuing there cm be nothing but 
high-grade ore reduced iu this State, 
or else the wages of miners must be re- 
duced just us fast as the discount ou 
fiilver luci'eunes. 
This is the actual 


titato of aft'iiirs which the

meu of this 
Bmle must 
be com- 


pelled to confront. 
This war of tbe 


Administration on mlver inenns destitu- 
tion and distress in Nevada, thousand!) 
of mqn out of employment, low wages 
or no w.ork. Agniu let us look at the 
Mifct, the colls are tightening about this 
doomed institution, and it will soon he 


. a place for owls to nest iu. Jones kept 


the Mint running under a Bepublioau 
Administration, although Fair hud it 
given out that it wa^purtly bis influ- 
ence that bucked ifp the Miut. How 
hollow this assertion was, is shown by 
bis influence with the Administration 
now. The Mint is running with a few 
watchmen, and these u Democratic Ad- 
ministration attempted to work for $3 a 
day. It reduced wages at Mare Island 
and the Sun Francisco Mint, but tbe 
labor organizations thundered their pro- 
test, and the officials at Washington 
were frightened into re-ehtublishiug the 
old rates. 
Will tho labor orgauizations 


of this State stand idle while the war 
against their interest goes on ? 


It ia time already to call mass meet- 


ings iu this State, and send loud pro- 
tests against the penurious Administra- 
tion. A pouuy wise and pound foolish 
economy has been adopted, and the re- 
sult ia u tight money niurket, and hard 
times, with a pronpect of harder times 
to come, and the purse string of the na- 
tion tied up. 


The workingcaen of this coast are the 


sufferers by this. The California labor 
unions protested against the Mint and 
Mara Island redaction of wages, and 
frightened the Washington officials into 
rescinding their action, they also re- 
stored withes at this Mint, but tbe war 
on silver still goes ou. It is time for 
the Miners' and Mechanics' Union to 
rise and voice au indignant request. 


A MOOTEO «HJESTIO\-. 


The Tuocarora Times Ueview says: 
The Elko Independent objects to th 


bill of $50 which was allowed Distric 
Attorney Talbot for the conviction 
Ward for grand larceny. It bases it 
objection upon tbe statute enacted b 
the Legislature of 1883, which reads n 
follows: 


SECTION 1.—The holders of all count_ 


offices which wereeither salaried or part 
ly salaried prior to the passage of a 
Act entitled "Au Act fixing the salarie 
ot tbe various county officers in the sev 
eral counties in this State and othe 
matters relating thereto," 
approve) 


March llth, 1879, shall be entitled t 
such salaries as their immediate prede 
cessors received prior to the passage o 
the above-entitled Act, and such othe 
compensation us shall bo provided by 
law and iu effect during the term fo 
which such officer holds office. 


SECTION 2.—This Act shall take effec 


and bo iu force on the first Monday in 
January, A.,D., 1885. 


This Act was adopted under rathe 


extraordinary circumstances. The Sal 
ury Act passed at that Cession, repealec 
all other laws providing for the com 
pensation of.county officers, leaving no 
provision for the payment of those no 
mentioned in tbe bifl, viz : such as hat 
previously been salaried wholly, or in 
part. This oversight being discoveiei 
by the writer of this, he, on the morn 
iug of the last day of the session, bur 
riedly drafted the above, which he sub- 
mitted to a number of lawyers in Car- 
son, who expressed the opinion that i' 
would covor the cuse to tbe extent o 
retaining the omitted officers in the po- 
sition, regarding compensation, 
tha 


they then occupied. 
Such was cer- 


tainly 
the 
intention of the 
bill 


and 
it 
was so understood by the 


Legislature 
which 
passed 
it. 
I 


being introduced 
on 
the 
last day 


of tho session, there was no time to 
refer it to tbe proper committee iu 
either llouso, nor opportunity, in tho 
rush of business, for such direful con- 
sideration as its importance merited. II 
was simply understood that the passuge 
of the Sulary Act left these officers en- 
tirely without compensation, und that 
this bill was designed to rectify the 
omission as well as if couM be doue iu 
the extremely limited period preceding 
the final adjournment. 
Under tbese 


circumstances it would be rather strange 
than otherwise if the law should prove 
perfect'in all of its details. It was, how- 
ever, certainly the intention of the Leg- 
islature to insure the officers, omitted 
iu tho Salary Act, the same compensa- 
tion as their immediate predecessors 
had eujoyed iu the matter of fees as 
well as salaries. 
If the verbiage of the 


statute does not express its intent, it is 
unfortunate for the officers it was de- 
signed to provide compensation for. 
While the Independent adduces some 
rather forcible arguments that the al- 
lowance made by the County Cotuinis- 
sioners was unlawful, wo are inclined to 
the opiniou that tbo action of that body 
would be sustained by the Courts. At 
all events we would like to lee the 
question judicially derided. 


A Poelicnl Kmbnlmer.

the amount of bis bill. There was such 
n, bewildering array of opportunities 
for making overcharges that at first his 
mind was paralyzed by contemplating 
liis good fortune.

where trout are at once so remarkably 
numerous and so magnificent in their 
coloring. The brook trout of Whitney 
creek are as regularly colored us gold 
fish. Their sides are barred with gola, 
while underneath they nre of the most 
delicate, but very richly-marked blood 
color. They are remarkably tenacious 
of life. 
After being dressed for over 


ten minutes, and after being two iviu- 
utes in the^an of boiling fat they were 
still 
vigorously 
protesting 
against 


death and the dishonor of cooking. The 
flavor ot these brook trout, though vary 
fair, was not remarkable, but as to 
beauty they were incomparably abend 
of any fish not of the topics I have evfr 
seen. 
To take them from their crystal 


waters, iu all iheir grace of life, flush of 
motion and magnificence of color, and 
subject them to the disgrace of the fry- 
ing pan and death in pork fat was adding 
deeper disgrace to the •' deep damnation 
of their taking off." That they were 
never made to be euteu is beyond" ques- 
tion. Such beauty and such colors have 
higher uses. 
I love 
to 
think of 


them in their flushing, ice-cold, pure 
streams, not iu Suinmer, wheu human 
visitors disturb them aud the grounds 
bounding their rivers are hot, dusty and 
discolored, but when deep healing suow 
covers the mountains and silence is su- 
preme. That, indeed, is the only time 
of real magnificence in the mountains. 
In the Kern river and Kern Lake, large 
trout weighing one pound and a half to 
four pounds were ,most iibuudant, easily 
caught and well flavored. I had some 
chowders at the Soda Springs which, 
for a combination of the dehcute with 
the delicate, the solid and tbe ethereal, 
could not be surpassed. 
If Esau's mess 1 


of pottage was equal to those chowders, I 
and he had a mountaiu appetite, if I I 
threw the first stone at him at nil for 
the sale of his birthright, I wocsld be 
inclined both to soften and to tbrow it 
lightly.
